and may be vled in any chamber. w.thout ſpillung any ot the floure : one boy ſball dzeſſe moꝛe meale in a day in his clothes. then three of 
the ſtrongeſt inen by the 02dinary way of boulting naked, as the common vſe iz though they labour and ſweat hard; and no deui e can 
be moꝛe cleanly. becauſe the ſeuerall ſoꝛts ot flouxe fall into leuerall cloſe boxes. aud the bꝛan ſeuered by other conucyances: of all which, 
good pꝛoofe and appꝛobat ion hath bin already had and made amongſt lome Bikers and others. 

Fox the p2iſeg of ether ſoꝛt of the afozeſaid Jnſtruments, it ſhall be at the choice of the buyer, whether he will compound foꝛ them at 

heit full value with a (mall quatteriy rent. oꝛ at an vnder value witha ſmall increaſe of rent, which rents mult keep them in reparations. 
They {ball be rented outro them foꝛ life oz foꝛ yeares at the choice ofthe buyer: and it ſbal. be in the power of the buyer alſo to returne 
them and receiue his mony bac again vpon demand, if at any time within one moncth he ſhall diſlike them. 

It is to be vndcrſtoo? that no man by theſe Letters Patents iscompelied oꝛ conftrained to practiſe any of theſe ſoꝛts ot Juſtruments 
agauift his owne liking. but that euery man is free to ble his foꝛmer oꝛd nary way foz dꝛelling of Meale as he was wont. N 5
